The Dinth Ponnlty In New York—The Mar.

dervr Hesnolds - Huralou Mot Played vat

A Bhott History ot the Urlme and of the
Trinl.

To-day the executlon of one of the most
desperate of oharacters, nod most notorious of
rufliang, tnkes placa in the city of Now York.
Jack Reynolds, otherwles known as Bylvester
Breen, the murderer of William Towusend, pays
the penaliy of his erlme by the sacrifice of his
Iife upon the gallows. The circumstances of
the crime wore familiar to the publie at the
time of its perpotration, but they are now pro-
bably partlally forgotten. We give below o
synopsls of the case, [t will be remembored
that it was thia man who remarked on belng
arrested that hanging was played out in New
York; thereby lmplylng that he hnd no fear of
a gevere punlshment, such as has now overtaken
him.

The particulars of the murder show it Lo have
been a most keartiess and cold-blooded act. The
murdered man, Townsend, was the keeper of a
grocery store at No. 102 Hudson strect. The
prisoner entered the store of his victim, and
without any provoceation whatever murdored
him. At the time the citizens of the neighbor-
hood were very much incensed against the per-
petrator of the act, aud many threats of sum-
mary vengeance were breathed against him, It
was with great difficulty that some of these were
prevented from being carried into execution.

Early on the evening of Baturday, the 29th of
January, Reynolds, in a half-Intoxicated condi-
tion, entered the grovery of William Townsend,
in the basement of a house on Hudson stroct
and eald he would remain there that night.
Townsend sald he would not, and after some
words passed between them, ordered Keynolds
to leave the place. He refu<ed to go, and Mr.
Townsond took him by the collar and foreed
him to the door. On reaching it, Reynolds
struck Mr. Towngend in the breast, and then
drew a long shoe-kolfe, which he had stolen
from a le(,ihbarlug thop only afew minutes
previously, He made a thrust at Mr. Townsend,
which the latter attempted to ward off, and re-
ceived o cut on the left wrist that nearly
gevered it. This was followed by another
tlow, and this time the blade passed through the
lower venticle of the heart. Mr., Townsend
fell, and the blood flowed in o stream from the
wound. The aerault had been witnessed by o
little danghter of Townsend, who ran out and
gave the anlarm. Two ofleers, who were in the
neighborlhood, hurried to the plaee, and took
the assasein juto custody, after a desperate
gtruggle on his part, and took himto thestation-
house, followed by an excited crowd, who
loudly threatened to geize the prisoner and
bang him to the nearest lamp-post. The pri-
soner gave his age ag twenty-two years, said he
waa o thief by occupation, and bad no residence.
In the meantime a police surgeon had been
summoned, but Townsend died very soon after
hisarrival, 'The deceased was a native of Bir-
mingham, Epgland, aged fifty-five years. IHe
came to New York twenty-two yearsago, and had
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for a long time past done bLusiness at the above

loeality. Ile is represented, though Four. Lo

bave been a quiet, ivoffensive man, and nniver-

::lully respected. He left o widow and six chil-
ren.

Reynolds was arrested on the night previons
t0 the murder by the police for belug engnged
in a fight, but as no complainant appearsad
agalnst him at the Tombs on Baturday morning
he was discharged, He is a perfect {.ﬁpe of the
burly rufflan, and carries himself with an air of
brayado. He admits having served out terms of
imprisonment inthe Deer Island, Taunton (Mass.),
an MnyumenslnF (Philadelphin)  Prisons,
thengh for what crimes he refusea to say. He
is said to be physically well developed, though
a little under the medium size of men, His head
is the full average gize, but his forehead is low,
though round aud full, resembling the forehead
of a child.

The trial began on the 218t of February, be-
fore Judge Ipgrabam. The court-room was
packed with spectators, many of whom were
deeply prejudiced againgt the prisoner. The
fomily of the murdered man, consisting of bis
wife, n woman of very respectable appearanco,
« babe at its mother's breast, and two little girls,
aged respectively thirteen and eleven years, all
dressed In black, formed a mournful little group
by themselves inside of the bar,

The first witness called was Lydin Townsend,
one of the little daughters of the murderad man,
She answered every question premptly and dis-
tinctly. IHer testimony was as follows:—I am
a daughter of Mr. Townsend, the deceased; I
am 13 yvears of age; on the evening of Jaunuury
20 my father, my gister, and myself were sittlng
in our house; about 6 o'clock the prisoner en-
tered the door, walked up to the stove and sat
down; he gald to my father, “You know me; I
am your brother:"” wy father gald, **Yon are not
my brother; pleage go out;” the prisoner then
turned towards the window and sat down again;
father put bis hand on the prisoner's shoulder,
and told bhim again that he must go out: the pri-
soper then dragged father out to the deorstep;
father told me to go up stairs into the street;
when I came down be was lying on the bed
dead. The girl then ldentified the prisoner as
the man who had dragged her father to the door-
glep.

The other daughter Harriet, aged 11, then
testitled as follows: —I gaw the prizoner drag my
father out on the steps aud stab him: some per-
sons got the knife from the prisoner's hand;
father came and sat down on o beach, and after-
wards Iny down on the bed; I ran up stalrs into
the street, and about three minutes after ¥ came
down he died.

The testimony of the oflicers who had arrested
bim, of the bystauders, wnd of the shoemuker
from whom the kuife had besn stolen, was then
heard. "The ehoemaker testitled ns follows:—
About 6 o'clock ou the evening of the 20th the
prisoner came into my shop and nsked me to
give him a job; | asked bim what kind of work
he had been accustomed Lo he sald peg work; be
said he had beem in the country nine monthe;
he went out, finally, bidding me good night:
Mr. Arnold, one of my workmen, missed a shoe
knife soon aflter the prisoner went oul.

Thomas Arnold, the workman, was
ealled, nnd Identified his lost knile.

The widow of Townsend hnd been absent from
home during the oceurrence. She had startod
for the baker's, wasgene ab,i:t ten minutes, and
when she returned found her husband murdered.
When she left home he was playing with the
chlldren

The only witnesses examined for the defense
were several medical men, who testifled to the
prigoner's insanity. This they falled to prove
in o marked manuer. The prisoner himaclf was
then Fut upon the stand to be examined by the
District Atterney, but he was perfeclly non-
committal.

The charge of the judge showed conclusively
the wenkness of the cnse for the prisoner. Ata
little after two o'clock on the tecond day of the
trial the jury retired, and after the lapse of half
an hour returned for directions from the court.
One of the jurore asked whether there was any
evidence, directly or indirectly, showing that
the prisoner was ingane st the time of the com-
misslon of the deed. This Inquiry was properly
angwered Ly the jodge. The jury then again

retired, and ot five o'clock retwrned and ren-
dered o verdlot of gullty of murder In the flrat
ree.

n the followlng day the prisonar was sen-
tenced. On passing seutence upon him the
judge stated the casn as follows:—*You are to
be sentenced, Reynolds, for killing Townsend. a
man with whom youo had ne ditficulty, auvd for
whose kllling there was no excuse. Before
doing it you went Into nnather place, and there
took s kpife and concealsd it, keeping It con-
cenled untll you found an opportunity of stab-
bing him, in his own honss, amopg his own
children, with none others present, hiat yonr
motive for dolng it was we do not know, but
there 14 some suspleion that 1t was for the pur-

gullty.  With that vordics the Court docs not st
ull differ. “I'be morder was o eenel vhe on your
part, entirely quprovoked, and there is nothiog
W excuso or Justify ik, You may have bean ex-
alted by ligquor, bug that don't excuso yom Il a
man I8 allowed fo indoige In drinkiog and then
kill his fellow=1men, liv s not exensed on neeosnnt
of drinking. "The law dovs not excuso you; It
bolds yon responsible: and T have no other duty
lelt for me pow bhut to pronounee upon you the
sentence of the law, I 1s wot the sentence of
the Court, but the eentence of the lnw, aud the
Inw makes your 1ife forfelt to the conntry for
lukln‘.: the life of another. And now I advise
vou, before primouncing that sontence, to lay
arlde any hopo that you may bave that this
decision may be altered or extended.

""The character of your offense,ins well as the
great number of offenses of a shmilae kind that
have been perpetrated continually In this clty,
cills for the executlon of the law not only In
your case but in others when they shall im\'o
been convieted, and lostead of looking for hope
here, 1 urge yon to preparo yourself for the
event that is beforo youn. When tho time comes
which will be fixed for the executlon of your
sontence, you will be executed, and you will
rasa from this world into another. In the mean
time; you have the cpportunity afferded yon
to prepare for that event, It Is not too late
for you 1o muke that preparation, and I advise
you, therefore, to lay aside the hope of getting
mrdoned, aud seek for that preparation which
s necessnry for you before the thame comes
which le fixed for your execution.

“I'be sentence of the Court ia that wyon be
carried hence to the prison from which you
have been bronght, there to be confined in
close custody untll the 8th day of Apri, and
thut on that doy you be hauged by the neck
untll yen are dead, between the hours of 8 and
2 In the afternoon, and may God bhave mercy
on you."

On Haturday last a motion was made in conrt
!Pr Reynolds’ connsel for a stay of proceedings.

bhe motion was argued on both sides, and was
denled by the court some two or thrae dnysn;ino.
An appeal was then made to the Governor for
the excreise of his functions in the granting of
a respite, but he has taken mno action in the
matter, Since his trinl Reynolds has bean fully
aware of his awful condition. A priest hasbeen
in constant attendance, and the condemned has
Lumed his time in meditation and prayer, IHe

as lost many of thoese indications of reckless-
ness that characterized his coaduct before his
trial. His keepers have noever conslderad him
insane In any way, and they are very good
judges of human nature.

It 18 a curious fact that on the precise day of
the killing of poor Mr. Townsend, the brother of
his murderer was killed by a constable, in hia
native town, in Ireland, while struggling to get
away from his captor.
